Lettor from New Haven, Conn. 

New Haven, Conn, Sept. 12, 1874. 

Friend Humphries : — I did not ex¬ 
pect, when I left home for this Fall 
trip, that I should see anything particu¬ 
larly new to write about, or if I did, 
that I should take time to do so; but 
circumstances alter cases. I arrived in 
thi3 city on Friday, Sept 4th, not en¬ 
tirely down sick, but not well enough to 
work; just able to walk to the Post- 
office and back—a short distance—try¬ 
ing, to get better by ke e p in g quiet. . I 
have been able to read the papers every 
day, and I noticed that the Jews in this 
city, and all large towns where they are 
numerous enough, havo their synagogues, 
and were going to observe the opening of 
the New Year, as they term it. This 
moraing I attended their synagogue here, 
in New Haven, and before I commence 
my description of what I saw there, I 
will give a short quotation from onr-.^f 
the New York papers. The article is 
headed 

“The Jewish Holidays.” 

“With the setting of to-day’s sun 
(Friday, Sept. 11th, 1874) the Jewish 
New Year will begin. Although the 
Pentateuch fixes* the vernal equinox as 
the beginning of the year, the Jews have 
for more than twenty centuries dated 
their years from the autumnal equinox. 
Besides being New Years’ day, to-mor¬ 
row is also the day following the blow¬ 
ing of the ‘shophar,’ a trumpet made of 
a rain’s horn. The ‘shophar’ is blown, 
not so much in honor of the New Year, 
as to sound a note of warning to all the 
Jewish race to prepare for tho great 
‘13ay of Atonement,’ which will occur on 
Monday week. New Year’s Day falling 
on Sabbath this year,the Orthodox Jews 
will defer tho blowing of the ‘shophar’ 
until Sunday, which they keep holy also, 
according to the custom of the ancient 
Jews, whose astronomical system was 
very imperfect, and who, being anxious 
to keep all the festivals at the same time 
with their brethren in Jerusalem, kept 
two days rather than miss the right ono. 
This the Orthodox do to this day, al¬ 
though the reason no longer exists. As 
tho Reformers keep but one day of the 
festival (which is all that the Bible com¬ 
mands) and as they do not object to 
having music on Sabbath, the ‘shophar’ 
will be blown in all the reform temples 
to-morrow. New Year’s Day is observed 
by the Jews throughout the world, and 
tho ton days which intervene hot\!4en it 

‘penitential days,’ and are supposed to be 

devoted to a rigorous self-examination 
and to a careful preparation for the great 
Fast Day, the most important in tho 
Jewish calendar.” 

“The religion taught by Moses, more 
than 4,000 years ago, is as much the re¬ 
ligion of tho Jews to-day as it was in 
tlieir palmy days, under the rule of the 
kings of Judah and Israel, or when, in 
captivity, ‘they wept by the waters of

tureor discourse in English, from these 
words : “Teach me to number the meas¬ 
urement of my days that I may apply 
my heart to wisdom,” or rather as he 
quoted it, “Teach me the measurement 
of my days that I may cease to be.” 
The drift of his discourse was that at 
the commencement of the new year, 
each one should be reconciled to his broth¬ 
er, and to do as the law of Moses tauglit 
them, that in Judaism was found alDtfiat 
was of any value to them -of to tho 
world air large.' F* 

After closing his short speech in 
English, the choir sang, accompanied by 
an organ (I presume, but I could not see 
it), and then he made a long prayer in 
Hebrew, and said “Amen,” and the con¬ 
gregation dispersed. 

I should judge the whole congregation, 
with a few exceptions, were Jews, and 
they came in all through the service. 
From the beginning to the end there was 
the least order in this respect of any con¬ 
gregation I ever saw, and these were tho 
most Jews I ever saw together. All 
had the Jewish features, women and

Granite Mills, No. 1, Fall River, 
Mass., were burned Saturday morning.

This Bill en¬ 
titles the Bearer to receive Five Spanish 
Milled Dollars, or the value thereof 
in Gold or Silver, according to a Reso¬ 
lution of CONGRESS, passed at Phila¬ 
delphia, Nov. 2, 1776.” This, if we 
read aright, i8 signed by J. Garther and 
— Griffeth. The margin is adorned by 
repetitions of the words Continental 
Currency, United Colonies and Five Dol¬ 
lars. On the reverse the sum is again 
stated, and underneath a print of two 
leaves ef different dimensions we road, 
Philadelphia : Printed by Hall and Sel¬ 
lers, 1776. The dimensions of the 
bill are about 3j| x 2jj inches.

Oswego County Sunday School Con¬ 
vention.

The quarterly convention of the Os¬ 
wego County Sunday School Association 
met in the Congregational Church at 
Pulaski, Tuesday, Sept. 15th, 1874, at 
9:30 a. m. Hon. O. J. Harmon, Presi¬ 
dent, in the chair, and W. Stanford 
Gardner, Secretary. 

The President with appropriate re¬ 
marks opened the meeting. Rev. I. 
Butterfield then led in prayer, followed 
by others of the Convention singing 
“Oh to Grace how great a Debtor.” 

The President then introduced the 
Rev. James Douglass of Pulaski, who 
presented the theme, “The Sunday 
School Superintendent and his work.” 

Mr. Douglass remarked that the prop¬ 
er object of our Sunday Schools was to 
instruct and not to sacrifice instruction 
for entertainment as many of our Super¬ 
intendents were doing. That the Sunday 
School was a drill room, and children 
should be trained to endure hardness for 
Christian work. That the Superinten¬ 
dent should not only be in possession of 
moral qualifications, but to be a good 
competent teacher, and to have a full 
knowledge of natural science, to bo a 
good organizer, fertile in expedients, a 
goud financier, and ipjjosscssion of other 
qualifications necessary for his work. 
Mr. Douglass’ remarks were listened to 
with marked interest, and contained 
many valuable ideas. 

The hymn “A charge to keep I have.” 
was then sung and afterward discussion 
was open to all. Mr. Drake, of New 
Haven, Rev. I. Butterfield, of Oswego, 
Messrs. Phillips, Baldwin, Bennett, 
Bradt and Gardner all spoke on this 
subject. 

Tho question here came up, should not 
the churches bear the expenses of the 
Sunday School, and it was decided that 
the church should support tho Sunday 
Sohools by all means. Rev. Mr. Doug¬ 
lass remarked that he would like to hear 
of any church that did this. Mr. W. 
S. Gardner stated that the Hope Mission 
Sunday School, of the West Baptist 
Church, of Oswego, was almost entirely 
supported by that church, and that to¬ 
day the school was in a more prosperous 
condition than ever, and that the Super¬ 
intendent was relieved of tho vexations 
of raising monoy for its support. 

“Neai*er my God to Thee,” was then 
sung, after which the President intro¬ 
duced the Rev. Mr. Butterfield, of Os¬ 
wego, who would open the discussion, 
“The Sabbath School Teacher.” 

Mr. Butterfield said that successful 
teaching was saving the young, and that 
the teacher’s work was successful as it 
saved tho children. One of the first ele¬ 
ments of successful teaching is to have 
one definite aim, and this grand aim to 
bring every member of the class to 
Christ. That the teacher should never 
come before his class without proper 
study of tho lesson and preparation, and 
for tho teacher to feel that one child’s 
soul was worth more than gold or any 
thing earthly. Prayer, Faith, Piety and 
Tact were also necessary to ho success¬ 
ful, and that too much preaching should 
Mr. Butterfield brought out

The kersey toweling and 
checkered flannel—there were not many 
pieces—revealed the fact that the old- 
fashioned matron still Jives and labors, 
and continues to be the hope of this 
fallen world. We appreciate her, and 
her works praise her, 

The canned fruit and jollies had not 
all come, but they were nice, and one saw 
in them the anxious face of tho house¬ 
wife burning over the scalding fruit, 
and wondered if at future tables this 
food would prove as delicious as it now 
looked. Of fresh fruits there was a most j 
tempting display. Grapes that seemed 
to have ripened in a sunnier land than 
our, apples and pears showing the boun- 
tifulness of the season. 

The youths’ department was well 
represented in the useful and the beauti¬ 
ful arts. There was a rag carpet manu¬ 
factured by a girl of thirteen ; some 
young lady had made a towel (either by 
spinning and weaving, or simply hem¬ 
ming it); there wero warm knitted 
stockings, a pair neatly darned, bread, 
biscuit, cake, &c., tatting, *kc., &c. A 
black lace barbe was wrought by Meda 
Willis ; Frankie Pruyne had handsome 
•embroidery and water lillies in wax; a 
fine penciling and somo exquisite pic¬ 
tures in water color were the work of 
Carrie Crosier. Kittio Becker, only 12 
years of age, had a head of Washington, 
a laudscapo and a bird well done with 
pencil. 

That part of the hall occupied by 
John Hart, from Oswego, is always at¬ 
tractive, and his rich carpets, rugs, coun- 
torpanos,curtains, (to., were no less tempt¬ 
ingly displayed than usual. The prudent 
housekeeper examinos her income nar¬ 
rowly when she visits that place, and 
finds in herself an unusual leaning to¬ 
wards extravagance. 

Some good trunks and harnesses were 
manufactured by John Davidson, of 
Pulaski. 

Among tho curiosities was a cage of 
white mice, a tree made of the heads of 
timothy grass, and out of the window of 
a little house mado of white everlastings, 
a tiny Barbara Frietchie loaned her “old 
gray head," and held her flag, while tho 
general rode in pomp along the tree- 
shaded street.

falsetto, or other sounds. M. Rota’s ef¬ 
forts have been directed to impart this 
power of distinction, and enable his pu¬ 
pils to understand that, almost without 
their knowing it, or the possibility of be¬ 
ing made sensibly conscious of its exis¬ 
tence, they are nevertheless, in reality, in 
possession of an instrument, which, like 
the keys of a piano, they have only to touch 
and they may feel Bure that certain (not 
sounds, for they can hear none but) ef¬ 
fects, or results, will inevitably be pro¬ 
duced, of the consequences of which up¬ 
on others they can judge by their eye¬ 
sight. In what way, exactly, he has 
been able to communicate these distinc¬ 
tions to his pupils without the aid of the 
ear, M. Rota-* did not explain to us;

would have been long and difficult; part¬ 
ly also, because he desires, for the pres¬ 
ent, at least, to keep his system to him¬ 
self.

the Colonel told to him. “My wife was 
a wonderfully pretty little creature. She 
used to come tripping and rustling about 
my laboratory, asking questions of the 
most comical ignorance, peeping and 
rummaging everywhere, raising the lids 
of jars, amd making faces at bad smells. 
One day while she was in the room, I 
stepped out to examine something which 
I had placed in the sun to dry. Sudden¬ 
ly I heard a terrific explosion ; it smash¬ 
ed the window glass into atoms. Rush¬ 
ing in I found my wife in a swoon on 
tho floor. A compound which I had 
placed to heat in the furnace had been 
left too long; I had underestimated its 
activity. My wife*was not visibly injur¬ 
ed, but when she came to her senses 
again, she found she had lost her hear¬ 
ing. It never returned. Shortly after¬ 
wards my daughter was born—born the 
poor deaf creature you see.” 

Later in life the Colonel’s ruling pas¬ 
sion was mathematics. He was the mathe¬ 
matical genius of the combination. His 
daughter was expert at figures too. We 
quote : 

“I had the ineffable pleasure of find¬ 
ing that my little girl was a genius. It 
was a delight to find that her little im¬ 
prisoned, soundless mind was not a 
blank. She had inherited my passion 
for numbers. She doesn’t reason, her 
skill at figures is a kind of intuition.” 

This is the way the Colonel’s daugh¬ 
ter happened to come upon the stage as 
one of the regular actors : 

“From the mountebank’s point of view 
a pretty little deaf and' dumb daughter 
who could work miracles on tlio black 
board, was a treasure to a practical 
mind. The idea of dragging my poor 
child and her pathetic idiosyncrasies be¬ 
fore the world, was extremely repulsive 
to me ; but the Professor laid the case 
before the little maid herself, and at the 
end of a fortnight she informed him that 
she was ready fo make her courtesy on the 
platform as the ‘lightning calculator.’ 
I consented to let her try.” 

This is how she succeeded on the pub¬ 
lic platform : 

“A couple of blackboards were hung 
against the wall, on one of which the old 
man rapidly chalked a problem. The 
young girl glanced at it, and before we 
could count ten dashed off a great, bold 
answer on the other tablet. The brighter 
minds in the audience were then invited

There can be 
little doubt, however, that by long study 
of the mechanism of speech, M. Rota 
has been able at least to treat the organs 
of the deaf and dumb like an inanimate 
instrument, and to train the tongue and 
lips to assume certain forms, which would 
then require only the necessary respira¬ 
tory action to elicit the required chords. 
The pupil, of course, must remain in¬ 
sensible to the vocal results produced ; 
but he is made to comprehend the pos¬ 
session and use of the mechanism, and 
the different modes in which he must 
avail himself of it. In this respect, cer¬ 
tainly, very considerable efficiency was 
manifested. The two young men pro¬ 
nounced, at a Signal from their instructor, 
the easier syllables, such as pa,ta,ma,sa , 
with great clearness; and even others of a 
more composed and complicated character, 
which children find it difficult at first 
to acquire, though aided by the ear. 
They also read the words Madame de 
MacMahon quite distinctly, when writ¬ 
ten down for them, and made several at¬ 
tempts at others which they had never 
previously seen. M. Rota, however, is 
doing no more in these efforts than tread¬ 
ing in the original footsteps of his illus¬ 
trious predecessors in the same philan¬ 
thropic path, the Abbe de l’Epee, Pe- 
reisa, and Ponce de Leon, who all began 
by endeavoring to restore the faculty of 
speech to the deaf and dumb. And even 
if he succeed in doing no more than we 
saw the other day at the Institute, that 
would be enough to prove that the deaf 
and dumb may be trained mechanically 
to enunciate sufficiently well, if not ex¬ 
actly to hold a conversation, at least to 
ask intelligibly for what they want or to 
give a direction.

or can write one or two very original 
sentences, his hearing counterpart is 
doubtless earning a snug little daily sum 
by selling papers, blacking boots, running 
on errands, or in the other small ways for 
which the young are famous. He meets 
many people, he hears their conversation, 
and he converses himself. His associa¬ 
tions are many and varied and he grows 
up under their influences to a manhood, 
which we may either condemn or ap¬ 
plaud. In either case we can trace the 
associations, and if we condemn, we can 
condemn and warn other youths to be¬ 
ware ; if we applaud, it is equally easy 
to take the little ones by the hand and 1 
point out the path they should tread to 
success. Not to say when we see man¬ 
hood going all wrong, we cannot remon¬ 
strate, and try to turn it in the right di¬ 
rection, but to consider the truth that 
habits once formed by years of associa¬ 
tion are hard to break, and that even 
when broken, the reform is not complete, 
the cure is not radical, the associations 
still remain to benefit or injure succeed¬ 
ing generations. 

Referring again to the words at the 
opening of this articie, we would call 
attention to the point of the deaf-mute 
beginning bis instruction. The teacher 
has before him a complete vacuum,—a 
mind that is plastic in his hands. The 
associations around the mute are new and 
bewildering, but they are none the less 
there, and they are the associations 
which he will receive for the next eight 
or ten years of his life. Occasionally 
there will be a break when he visits his 
home for vacation, but this is a monoto¬ 
nous period to him, and he is glad when 
his vacation is over and he can return 
and mingle with those whom, by his ed¬ 
ucation, he has learned to appreciate. 
Year by year these impressions increase, 
aud inclination is rooted firmly to one 
end, and when he graduates and goes 
away they are unbroken, though from 
necessity ho must forego them for a time, 
yet he never looses the opportunity to 
meet in convention, to attend a near so¬ 
cial gathering, to receive find return 
friendly visits, and to keep himself post 
ed in different doings through the deaf- 
mute newspapers, and thus he puts him¬ 
self under the bane of being “clannish,” 
of having too much regard for his “clan.” 

We do not say that this state of things 
is deplorable, for we do not believe it is ; 
our opinion has been too often expressed 
to admit of any doubt on this point. 
But we do say that when the instructors 
of the deaf complain that the mutes are 
getting too “clannish,” they ought to 
know wheie the evil is to be found and 
how remedied. They do not do well in 
shifting the blame on shoulders that 
have no right to bear it. If they are 
dissatisfied with the creatures of their 
own pi’oduction, whose fault is it ?— 
certainly not that of the creatures. It 
may look well for them to rush to the 
head of the line and cry “about face, 
you are going all wrong,” but let them 
also remember the direction pointed out 
for those they are yearly adding to the 
column, and to consider that it is far 
more easy to start light in the beginning 
than to change the steps of those that 
have well nigh finished their path of 


ed by festoons of evergreens and 
flowers, was the word “Welcome,” in 
large letters.

He was met at the door of the Insti¬ 
tution by Dr. Palmer and the members 
of the Chemical Fire Company of the 
Institute, who lined the stairs to the 
chapel, where Dr. Palmer delivered an 
address. 

A little exhibition was given by the 
pupils, delighting the royal party much. 
A few of the younger ones presented to 
Lady Dufferin a boquet of flowers, which 
she graciously received. 

Prof. Greene gave a description of a 
mute’s idea of different professions in the 
sign language, which caused great merri¬ 
ment, particularly his description of 
lawyers and doctors. His descriptive 
scenesof Bible history excited the wonder¬ 
ment of his Excellency and suite, par¬ 
ticularly his description of “Christ still¬ 
ing the Tempest.” 

Lord Dufferin made a few remarks to 
the pupils, among which he said that 
some weeks had been spent by himself

The old man 
wrote them out. After standing an in¬ 
stant, meditative, and just touching her 
forehead with the forefinger, she chalked 
down the prodigious result.” 

The writer brings the young deaf- 
mute into his story as he saw her in the 
cemetery of the village, in w] 
father’s combination were that 
to perform. She was seated on a hill 
with the “Professor.” 

“They were at too great a distance for 
me too hear their talk, and, indeed, in a 
few minutes I began to fancy they were 
not speaking. Nevertheless, the young 
girl’s eyes remained fixed on the man’s 
face ; she was very pretty. Suddenly 
she gave a bright, quick smile, made a 
rapid gesture in the air, and laid her 
her forefinger on her lips. The move¬ 
ment and the manner of it, told her 
story. She was deaf and dumb, and the 
man had been talking to her with his 
fingers.” 

The writer thus sentimentalizes ; 

“She gave me as she passed the trust¬ 
fully, unshrinking glance of those poor- 
mortals who are obliged to listen, as one 
may say, with their eyes.” 

The following scene the writer lays in 
the hotel where all were stopping. The 
time is early in the morning : 

“The ‘Professor,’ waitingfor his break¬ 
fast, remained at the window, experi¬ 
menting in the deaf and dumb alphabet 
with the young girl. It took him, as 
an amateur, a long time to form his sen¬ 
tences, but he went on bravely, brandish¬ 
ing his large, plump knuckles before her 
face. She seemed very patient of his 
slowness, and stood watching his ges¬ 
tures with the same intense earnestness 
I had caught a glim.se of in the cemetery. 
Most of my female friends enjoy an un¬ 
impeded use of their tongues, and I was 
unable from experience to appreciate his 
situation ; but Inould easily fancy what 
a delightful sense of intimacy there must 
be in this noiseless exchange of long 
looks with a pretty creature toward 
whom all tenderesse of attitude might 
conveniently be attributed to compas¬ 
sion.” 

The story ends with something of the 
tragic, but it is unnecessary to follow it 
out. The quotations are disconnected, 
but they give some idea of how a writer 
may treat a deaf-mute in his story. If 
the reader is at all curious to read* the 
whole, he is referred to the Galaxy, 
Aug., ’74, “Professor Fargo,” by H.
